During the same 
period Germany shall not build any 
more high-power wireless telegraphy 
stations in her vwn territory, or that 
of Austria, Hungary, Bulgaria, or

ERMANY AT WORK. 

Communists and radical Socialists ap- 
pear to have displayed their weakness rath- 
er than their strength in the soviet revolu- 
tion that they sought to incite in Germany 
&s soon as the peace treaty was signed. 
Their demonstration had been planned for 
months; but they were lying low until peace 
should be formally ratified in order that 
there might be no complications with the 
Allied governments. The dispatch with 
which the rebellion was checked in Berlin 
is an evidence that the Ebert ernment 
has the situation well in hand. rioters 
were dispelled with a total loss of less than 
fifty lives. The returned soldiers were 
found supporting the government and 
fighting the radicals; and the trivial nature 
of the revolt, compared with the riots of 
last year, indicates that the new German 
republic is receiving the general support of 
the German people. R 

Developments in Germany during the last 
twelve months indicate that the masses of 
the German people have awakened from 
their dreams of militarism and are turning 
their energies to industrial advancement. 
They have had enough of fighting, enough 
of radicalism, enough of violence; and they 
have gone to work. The Germans have al- 
ways been a studious and industrious race. 
Bismarck turned their heads for a genera- 
tion by their triumph over France in 1870. 
But the campaign of 1918 brought them to 
their senses. Now they are a people wak- 
ing up after a wild debauch, sobered and 
impoverished by their excesses, but capable 
of regeneration. 

While a few thousand workmen downed 
tools to take part in the general strike that 
was called for the day after the ratification 
of peace, the masses refused to take part 
}im any further political demonstrations. 
They had come to a realization that it was 
necessary to work to eat. The samples 
they saw of Communist rule convinced 
them that it meant nothing less than physi- 
cal and moral, degeneracy and decadence. 
The German workman has always been fru- 
gal; he was a firm believer in the right of 
possession of what he and his forebears had 
| earned; and he was not inclined to divide 
it with loafers and thieves. 


Germany knows that her monarchy and 
her militarism are wrecked beyond repair, 
and that there is nothing left but work. 
The recent riots appear from this distance 
to be only the last fitful flashes from the 
dying embers of radicalism. 

Bismarck founded a monarchy based on 
industrialism. In enriching the state the 
German people were also enriching them- 
selves. The whole scheme of militarism 
rested on industrial development. Germany 
under the Hohenzollerns was the shop and 
the counter of Central Europe. Dreams of 
conquest interfered with the industrial ad- 
vancement and Germany sought to win by 
force of arms what might have been possi- 
ble to continued and expatsive industry. 
Most of the German people were happy to 
be rid of the monarchy; but developments 
in Germany since the armistice prove that 
they are firmly resolved to conserve their 
economic resources. 

No one viewing the situation with men- 
tal honesty can be blind to the fact that 
Germany has established a republic in good 
faith and is making a success of it. No 
other country of historical record has over 
thrown ea monarchy and established a rep- 
resentative government with so little eco- 

confusion. 


Socialism was perhaps the natural reac- 
tion against military despotism; but the 
German government, socialistic twelve 
months ago, is now representative. The 
first government founded after the destruc- 
tién of the monarchy declared for the na- 
tionalization of all industries. The Plumb 
plan advocated here by the railroad broth- 
erhoods is modeled after the radical Ger- 
man government that has disappeared. The 
present government has declared against 
the interference of the government in in- 
dustry. It has abandoned all the socialistic 
plang for soviet rule. The German people 
as a whole are sufficiently e@ucated to dis- 
eover the fallacies and sophistries of the 
government of the soviets in Russia, and 
they have repudiated them all within an 
almost incredibly short time. For three 
months the theories of Karl Marx were

The recent riots serve to mark the fall- 
ure of a Communist coup d'etat similar to 
that by which the Bolsheviki overthrew the 
Kerensky government in 1917. It was beat- 
en everywhere. Ignorance alone permits 
such coups to win, and the German masses 
were too intelligent and too practical to be 
caught by such sophistries. 

Germany bids fair to continue to be the 
shop and the counter of Central Europe. 
The industrial chao<« that surrounds her on 
the north and the east will enable her to 
regain her former economic supremacy, It 
is work that wins in the last analysis, and 
work. She has 
learned a lesson in defeat that some other 
peoples have not learned in victory. 

Germany has many obligations to fulfill, 
however, many debts to discharge before 
she can re-establish her industry on a pre- 
war basis. She hag a heavier war debt in 
comparison to her national wealth than any 
other country except Italy; and in addition 
she must make restitutions amounting to at 
least $50,000,000,000 fpr the ravages wrought 
by her armies during the war. That dabt 
must be paid by hard labor. The League 
of Nations will adjust the indemnities she 
must pay according to her ability to dis- 
charge them. She cannot escape the con- 
sequences af her war-mad folly. But Ger 
many, with a «table government, notwith- 
standing the enormous indebtedness hang- 
ing over her, ig in a far better economic 
and industrial position than Russia, with her 
repudiated indebtedness and her reign of 
terror.

Researches of the United States Coast 
and Geodetic Survey carried on in recent 
years prove beyond doubt that mountains 
are not held up by the rigidity or strength 
of the earth's materials, but by the fact that 
the materials under them (in the outer 
portion of the earth) are ligher than 
normal 

The higher the mountain or the plateau, 
the lighter is the material under it. The 
principle is exactly the same as that which 
makes an iceberg float. The portion of the 
iceberg that is above water is held up by 
the large mass of ice—which has a density 
lower than that of water—in the submerged 
portion of the berg. So, in the case of the 
mountain, the portion above the general 
level is held up by the lighter material un- 
der the mountain, which extends down to a 
depth of about sixty miles. Although the 
mountain is held up or floated by a lighter 
material under it, the bottom of the ocean 
is depressed because the materia! under it 
to a depth of about sixty miles below sea 
level is heavier than normal. What may be 
considered as the normal condition is that 
which obtains in the large river valleys and

This is the clever alternative 
which hundreds of New Yorkers are 
now adopting in order to procure for 
themselves the home comforts and 
luxuries to which they have been 
accustomed, but which are now be- 
yond the means of moderate incomes. 
in other words, groups of harried 
homeseekers in all sections of the 
city are pooling their savings and 
building or buying their own apart- 
ment-houses, living in the choicest 
suites and renting the others at a 
ood profit. 

It most profi investment. 
In building your own apartment- 
house you can have anything you 
want. You can have the most at- 
tractive kind of windows, fireplaces, 
large rooms, the most up-to-date 
‘baths, the most artistic lighting fix- 
tures, an electric refrigerating plant, 
dumb but expert waiters, and even 
balconies and stairs. If you want to 
have a pleasant afternoon some time, 
just get some biue prints and go 
over all the marvelous things that 
are available for apartment-hovses. 
And the nicest thing about it is that 
you can get all these conveniences 


| at a comparatively low cost by mak- 


ing your tenants pay for them. 

Of course, you must have some 
capital to put imto the enterprise 
yourself, but it does not necessarily 
have to be much. You can borrow 
the money with which to do most of 
the building, and also make your ten- 
ants pay for that. 

Not long ago, for example, some 
tenants in a large, well-located apart- 
ment-house held an indignation meet- 
ing to protest against the nefarious 
ways of the management. For one 
thing, the management, was stingy 
with its coal, and for another it pro- 
vided the most erratic and haughty 
sort of an elevator service. The ele- 
vator moved only after 10 o'clock in 
the morning and before 10 o'clock at 
night; moreover, it moved only for 
the tenants in person—guests of the 
tenants were compelled to use the 
stairs. — 

“I simply cannot stand it any long- 
er,” declared the wife of a success- 
ful advertising man, who believed 
she had heart trouble and was there- 
fore outraged at having to walk the 
three flights of stairs to her apart- 
ment four nights in successfon. 

“But what can we 40?” demanded 
a lady osteopath, who was losing pa- 
tients on account of the independ- 
ence of the elevator. 

“I'd like to be manager of this 
place for just about thirty minutes,” 
said the wife of the advertising man- 
ager darkly. “That elevator boy—”

“Why, don’t we all take over the 
management?” suggested a plump 
and prosperovs-looking broker, who 
was known to have influential con- 
nections in Wall street. 

The tenants had never thought of 
it before, but now they perceived it 
to be a great inspiration. Each had 
® small sum of capital to invest, and 
the broker assured them that the 
rest of the money could be raised in 
Wall street. “There’s nothing phoney 
about a proposition of this kind,” 
he said. “It'll be easy.” Which sub- 
sequentiy proved to be the case.

The latest scheme for a ¢o-opera- 
tively-owned apartment-house, which 
is still in the form of blue prints, is 
not some model dwelling for work- 
ing people, but a regal palace, with 
all the elaborate appointments of 
royalty. It is to be a sixteen-story 
structure, erected on one of the most 
valuable sites in the city, with a 
large restaurant on the ground, 
which is to be conducted by a prom- 
inent restaurateur and is to furnish 
service to all the individual apart- 
ments in the building. For the fami- 
lies who prefer home cooking, there 
will be all of the latest labor-saving 
devices to help perform the work 
when the servant problem refuses to 
be solved—even by the management. 
For it is announced that the manage- 
ment is to provide the chief cooks 
and bottle washers of each merage, 
although the blue prints show that 
the dishwashing will be done mostly 
by electricity. Refrigeration wil) al- 
so be accomplished by electricity, so 
that the tenants will not be trou- 
bled by the loud and impatient 
knocks of icemen at their doors. In 
fact, they will not be bothered with 
the business of keeping house at 
all. They will have all the ease and 
comfort of it, while the management 
will have all of the responsibilities. 
Of course, they will have the bother 
of hiring the management. 

This particular house is not to be 
built on the mortgage system. The 
owners are to pay cash. They will 
live in two-thirds of the building, 
and rent the other third, which will 
provide an income of about $279.900 
a year. This amount will more than 
‘pay the running expenses of the 
house, so that the owners will be 
able to live in their apartments for 
the interest on their investment, 
thus reducing their rent to about 
one-third of the usual price for such 
establishments. |

FIGHT ON GAS SALE NEAR. 


Oil Companies to Oppose Effort to Put 


them Under State Rail Board. 


BY ARTHUR RICHARD HINTON. 


Next month California oil com- 
panies which have been selling to 
public utility companies gas pro- 
duced unavoidably and incidentally 
in the course of their business will 
have to appear before the State 
Railroad Commission to show cause 
why they should not be held to be 
public utilities subject to State reg- 
ulation so far as their gas work is 
concerned. The issue may be a seri- 
ous one for the oil companies. They 
have always hoped to avoid it. 

Almost certainly the oil com- 
panies will oppose the attempt to 
force them under State regulation. 
It is safe to say that they will con- 
tend that they are not in the gas 
husiness, but solely engaged in the 
production, refining, transportation 
ae of oil. The gas is an 
incidental by-product, not sought or 
even desired by them, but one which 
nature has made it impossible for 
them to avoid. 

So far from being an asset, in 
many cases gas has been a heavy 
liability and a source not of profit 
but of heavy expense and loss. The 
companies have never sold a cubic 
foot of gas to the public. Other 
corporations, in which the com- 
panies have no interest, have been 
organized for the purpose of sell- 
Ing gas to the public. To these 

panies, which are admittedly 
public utilities subject to the juris- 
diction of the State Ratiroad Com- 
mission, the oi! companies have sold 
such gas as they have unavoidably 
produced incidentally to their reg- 
ular business over and above what 
they have themselves consumed as 
tuel in their own work. 

If it should be held that an oil 
company can be compelled to drill 
wells solely for the purpose of sup- 
plying an incidental and unavoidable 
by-product regardiess of the market 
demand for its regular product, it 
would be a long step in the direc- 
tion of State contro! of the oil in- 
dustry, unless such contro! could be 
avoided by a refusal to sell the gas 
at all. It is doubtful, however, that 
this could be done. 

PIPE LINE DECISION. 

While the full text of the Supreme 
Court’s decision in the common car- 


rier pipe line case has not yet been! 


received from Washington enough 
has come and is known to indicate 
that it is not at all likely to have 
anv marked effect on the oil indus- 
try. The judgment affects only one 


pipe line—the Prodticers’ Transpor- 


tation Company, which terminates 
on the Coast at Port Harford, about 
200 miles from the market north or 
south. Its oil is delivered at that 
point to ships which carry it to 
market. The law does not make these 
ships common carriers and until it 
does it is hard te see how this pipe 
line can be use@ @6 a common car- 
rier of oll, unless for some com- 
pany possessed of its own tankers, 
and companies owning tankers build 
their own pipe line. 
The Associated’s pipe lines have 
been declared by the California Su- 


preme Court to be exempt from 
‘any regulation as common carriers 
and the judgment was never ap- 
pealed. The Standard is fighting 
in the Federal courts the jurisdic- 
tion of the State Railroad Commis- 
sion. The only remaining lines are 
those of the General Petroleum 
Corporation, San Joaquin Valley 
fields to Los Angeles, which accepted 
the law without contest, and that of 
the Shell Company, Coalinga to San 
Francisco Bay, built after the en- 
actment of the law, and, therefore, 
unquestionably subject to its pro- 
visions. Against these, the com- 
mission may perhaps act soon. While 
the commission has acquired 
jurisdiction over the rates of the 
| Producers’ Transportation Company 
there still may be question as to 
j tts right to annul the existing con- 


tracts between the company and the 
members of the Independent 1! 
| Producers’ Agency, for whose use 
the line was built and without which 
contracts it would not have been 
built. The company believes that, 
in any event, contract rates are rea- 
sonable and will be upheld by the 
Railroad Commission, even 
that body should hold that it has 
the power to annul them. 

WILL MAKE NO CONTRACTS. 


The Union Oil 
make no contracts for fuel ofl un- 
til further notice. Orders to this 
effect have been given its agents 
from Alaska to Chile. Customers 
without prior contracts will be tak- 
en care of from day to day at 
market rates as long as possible. In

The action taken by the Union Oil 
Company is probably connected with 
the Mexican oil crisis. The Union act- 
ing for itself and for the Independent 
Oil Producers’ Agency, has for sev- 
eral years held contracts for fuel 
oil for the nitrate workg, railroads 
and factories of Chile, now amount- 
ing to about 200,000 barrels a month. 
To supply thie trade it has been 
purchasing Mexican oil from the At- 
lantic Refining Company. Since Car- 
ranza has halted development oper- 
ations and because of disturbed con- 
ditions in Mexico, the Union has 
been notified that no more oll can 
be supplied. If unavoidable, the Un- 
jon can and must draw on California 
storage and rush development here 
to meet the emergency but in view 
of the world demand the directors 
probably consider it wise to husband 
resources and wait developments be- 
fore tying up their production in 
contracts. Efforts are being made 
to get other Mexican oil, if possible, 
or Stia-Continent or Gulf Coast for 
the Chilean trade. General Manager 
BE.

HUGE TEXAS OLL RECORD 


Ninety-seven Million Barrels Taken 
Wells Last Year. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. 1 

AUSTIN (Tex.) Jan. 16,-—-The to- 
tal oil production of Texas for 1919 
was 97,000,000 barrels, which came 
from 3723 wells. Everything is set 
for exceeding this record 4 many 
million barrels during 1920. It 
is estimated that the cost of drill- 
ing operations in the State last year 
was approximately $150,000,000, to 
say nothing of the money that was 
expended for constructing pipe 
lines, pumping plants, 
purchase of leases. All told, there 
were 4870 wells drilled, of which 
1147 were dry holes. The cost of 
th dusters was approximately 
$34,400,000. 

According to the most reliable 
records available, there are being 
drilled at his time approximately 
$200 wells, of which about 1500 are 
located in wildcat territory. Oil pros- 
pecting is being carried on more or 
less extensively in practically every 
rounty in Texas. 

The most significant feature of 
present development operations 
that the idea of deeper drilling nas 
taken a general hold upon the oil 
men. While last year many holes 
were abandoned at depths ranging 
from 1500 to 2500 feet, nearly all 
of the wildcat wells now being drilled 
will go to 4000 and 4500 feet if 
necessary.
